Austin, Tex., Nov. 21,—[Special.]—The 
trouble between the negro troops at Fert 
Ringgold, Tex., and the citizens of Rio Grande 
City, which adjoins the fort, broke out again 
last night,when for nearly two hours a ter- 
rific battle was fought. The soldiers were 


armed with the Krag-Jorgensen rifies and 


the bullets literally riddled the adobe build- 
ings of the little town. 
The women and children of the place fied 


in terror to the chaparral, many of them 


seeking refuge in Mexico. 
The armed force of citizens, which num- 


bered about 200 men, poured volley after 
volley into the garrison buildings, but their 
fire apparently was badly directed, as none 
of the soldiers was injured. 

Post Commander Rubottom finally brought 
a gatling gun into play, directing its fire to- 
wards the citizens, who withdrew. One citi- 
zen of Rio Grande City was wounded. This 
is * only known casualty. 


Reports Trouble to Sayer. 

The first news of the conflict to reach here 
was the following dispatch to Governor 
“Sayers from General McKibben, command- 
er of the military department:

Another Story of Conflict. 

‘Ban Antonio, Tex., Nov. 21.—[ Special. ]— 
The trouble which hag been brewing for 
some time between the people of Rio Grande 
City and the negro cavalry troops at Fort 
Ringgold came to a climax last night when 
the negro garrison took possession of the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles at the fort and 
from every vantage point of the reservation 
opened fire on the Town of Rio Grande 
City. 
The best information obtainable is that 
1.300 shots were fired by the soldiers, but 
that only one man was fatally wounded and 
one slightly wounded. 

Captain W. M. Day, commander of Fort 
Brown, at the mouth of the Rio Grande 
River, is now en route overland to Fort 
Ringgold with fifty men of Troop L Ninth 
Cavalry. Major Thompson, in command at 
Fort McIntosh, near Laredo, has also started 
for the scene with a detachment of the Ninth 
Cavairy. 

Colonel Roberts, Post Adjutant at Fort 
Sam Houston, this city, left on a special 
train for Laredo with a detachment of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry at noon today. He 
goes to take charge of affairs at the scene 
of the trouble.
